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DETAILED ACTION 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent No. 5,649,982 to Halliop. 

Halliop discloses a positive electrode member 18, a negative electrode member 
18, and a separator member interposed there between 

each of the electrode members 18 formed of an activated carbon fabric element 
bonded to an electrically-conductive current collector element 20, 

the separator member 16 is formed of a micro-fibrillar ultra-high molecular weight 
polyolefin membrane (see col. 3, lines 7-10) and 

each member is bonded to one or more contiguous members at its respect 
interface to a unitary flexible laminate substrate. 

Regarding claim 7, Halliop teaches the collector is coated with a layer of 
electrically conductive thermo adhesive composition (see col. 4, lines 3-8) 

each fabric electrode element 18 is arranged in surface contact with the coated 
surface of its associated collector element 20 to form a subassembly, and 

the subassembly is laminated under heat and pressure to form a unitary 
electrode member (see col. 3, lines 35-45). 
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Regarding claim 8, Halliop teaches the exposed fabric surface of each the 
electrode member is arranged in contact with a respective surface of the separator 
member, and 

the arrangement is laminated under heat and pressure to soften the separator 
member and effect an adhesive laminate bond the members (see col. 2, lines 60-65). 



3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
